Then the hearin gs, which 
started Jan . 27, will close. 
C hairm an Hicken looper (R-Iowa) 
m ade the an n oun cem en t after a 
closed session 
of the committee. 
M cKellar still was askin g Lilien thal 
question s 
as today 's 
hearin g 
re­ 
cessed to perm it the members to 
atten d a Sen ate session . 
The com m ittee plan s a 
closed 
m eetin g with Lilien thal an d the 
other four n omin ees to the com­ 
mission tomorrow aitem oon . Hick­ 
en looper said m atters in volvin g se­ 
curity an d liaison will be discussed 
then . 
He said he thought the committee 
could reach a vote by W edn esday 
or Thursday . 
Durin g today 's com m ittee session , 
M cKellar subjected Lilien thal to a 
grillin g which brought protests from 
Hicken looper an d the ex clam ation 
from Sen ator Van den berg (R-M ich) 
th a t “this is outrageous.” 
At on e poin t M cK ellar recalled 
L ilien thal’s statem en t th a t he had 
don e his "dam n dest” to keep from 
acceptin g Presiden t T rum an ’s n om ­ 
in ation . 
“ It no w lo o ks U> me,” the 
sena to r o bserv ed, “ like y o u’re 
do ing 
y o ur 
da mndest to 
g et 
co nfirmed.” 
W ith some heat, Lilien thal re­ 
plied th a t he is “n ot here as an 
applican t for a job” an d declared: 
“I w an t to make it clear th a t it 
will by n o m ean s break my h eart 
if the Sen ate gives me an hon or­ 
able discharge.” 
Van den berg, 
who 
has n ot a n ­ 
n oun ced how he will vote on the 
n om in ation , m ade his “outrageous" 
ex clam ation in an aside to Sen ator 
Millikin (R-Colo). It was prom pted 
by M cKellar’s readin g, in the form 
of a question , of a lon g article 
which 
attacked 
Lilien thal 
as

“trust-b uster” 
an d 
said th at 
his 
efforts to reduce telephon e rates 
while

Later he organized and led the famous 
Pulaski Legion. He died nobly In the Revo- 
lutionary cause at Savannah.

opposing powers- 


Britain feels «he n* longer can hold 


•p her end in Greece, and her with- 
drawal would apse* the balance nn- 
lem something—the U. S.—takes her 
place. If we don't, then the mechanics 
of power indicate that something else 
win. 


The local scene In Greece features 


a British-supported monarchy engaged 
in recurrent civil strife with dissatisfied 
Leftist elements. Should this government 
be allowed to collapse, tfaere 
ig little 


doublt that a Leftist regime friendly 
to Soviet Russia would replace it. 


On the other hand, a Greek govern- 


ment spokesman in London today said 
that if the U. S. provided arms to Greece 
a 
full 
offensive 
would 
be 
launched 


against Leftist guerrillas. 


So if we go into Greece we are headed 


lor trouble with the Greek?. 
Shortly 


before the whole question came up. Secre- 
tary of State Marshall indicated official 
American unhappmess wifcc the Greek 
situation, particularly about tbe fighting 
that goes on. He had just announced 
American withdrawal from a somewhat 
similar situation in China. 


If we take a. hand in Greece, what 


would it mean elsewhere? 
The answer 


depends upon our intentions and our 
faith. 


How strong, for instance, is oar 


faith in the possibility of building 
a lasting peace with the tools we 
hare to work with, such as peace 
conferences arid the United Nations? 


Until you can answer that, you can- 


not say precisely what American action 
in Greece would mean—-whether It would 
be a hedging operation until these tools 
can be improved and brought into full 
operation, or just another maneuver in 
a. power-struggle which fchue far 
we 


haven't been able to resolve into any- 
nhlng else.
